Some Suggestions on the Care of Camellias 


in Southern California 


Camellias in containers can be planted at any time. They grow — 
best in partial shade and with some protection from excessive winds. — 
: 

In planting Camellias dig a hole twice as wide as the containers - 
in which the plants are growing and several inches deeper than 
necessary to accommodate the plants. Mix 1/3 peat with soil used — 
in planting. Mulch with leaf mold or use well rotted manure three — 
months after planting and do not cultivate as the roots are near the ~ 
surface. We suggest fertilizing with Bet-er Growe Camellia Fertil- 4 
izer, following the directions on the package, with 10% of soil sul- — 
phur added. ’

Camellias want a fairly moist soil, but the drainage must be 
good. A common cause of bud drop is lack of moisture in summer 
or early fall. The leaves, too, enjoy syringing at this time. 


The plants require little pruning, just enough to shape them. 
Long shoots after they mature can be cut back to cause branching. 
In cutting the flowers, leave at least two buds of the previous Yom ‘s 
growth to carry on. 


Keep fallen flowers cleaned up. 


Though thought of by many as a luxury plant, Camellias, in the : 
smaller sizes, really are within the reach of all. And when one con- ; 
siders the ease of care, the long lasting nature of the shrub, the year — 
round attractiveness of the plant, both in leaf and in bloom, there © 
are few more desirable shrubs for home planting. 
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CAMELLIA JAPONICA 


ADOLPH AUDUSSON. Immense, semi-double, rich deep red Camellias, looking 
like velvet, the majority of the blooms variegated with pure white. The plant is 
vigorous, sturdy and compact, with dark green, rounded foliage. Dec. to March.

AKE-BONO. (Chiffon). Single to semi-double bloom, light pink shaded deeper 
at the margins of the petals, and with yellow stamens. Small, narrow, shiny dark 
green leaves. A compact and symmetrical shrub. 1-gal., $2.50; 5-gal., $7.00. 


ALBA PLENA. The most sought after white Camellia. The large formal flowers 
are delicate and chiffon-like with overlapping petals that never show the stamens. 
The bushy plant is slow in growth. It requires more shade than most Camellias. 
It is the earliest white, blooming some seasons from Thanksgiving until March.

ALBA SUPERBA. Large informal, semi-double pure white Camellia. Showy 
stamens are interspersed among its large petals. Good-sized, light green foliage 
makes a fine background. Vigorous, upright growth. Blooms in mid-season. 1-gal.,

ARAJISHI. (Aloha). A large, full peony form Camellia of dark salmon-rose 
with large outer guard petals. A magnificent bloom and one of the finest grown. 


Vigorous and upright, of fast open growth. Heavily veined foliage. Oct, to Feb. 
I-gal., $3.25; 5-gal., $8.75. 


BELLA ROMANA. A striking variegated Camellia, rose form and large petaled. 
The color varies in individual flowers but is a rich pink splashed with streaks of 
deep rose. The texture is that of crepe paper. Vigorous and bushy shrub. Jan. 
to Mar. 1-gal., $2.75; 5-gal., $7.50. 


BERENICE BODDY. A dainty pink, semi-double Camellia, suggestive of a wild 
rose, the outer petals being a deeper pink, the inner ones flesh. When fully open 
the stamens, gold tipped, show prominently. The leaves, medium in size and color, 
show marked venation and are acutely pointed. The shrub is woodsy in effect, 
being willowy, airy and open in growth. Excellent for cut flowers. Late bloom. 
Grafted plants. Plant Pat. No. 605. 1-gal., $10.50; 5-gal., $2250. 
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BLOOD OF CHINA. A velvety deep salmon-red blossom, large, loose and in- oe. 
formally double, of the peony type. The yellow stamens show occasionally, inter- 


mingled with the small center petals. It blooms late in the season but quite freely. 
The plant is vigorous and spreading; the foliage rounded, glossy and deep green. 
One of the most sought after and prized of Camellias. Jan. to April. 1-gal., $3.90; 
5-gal., $8.75. 


BROOKLYNIA. A medium to large formal double Camellia of pink, mottled 
and splashed with white. Large deep green foliage. A vigorous plant of loose 
growth. Heavy bloom. Dec. to Mar. 1-gal., $3.25; 5-gal., $7.50. 


CALIFORNIA. Very large single to semi-double bloom of dark rose-red with 
broad, long and thick petals. The foliage is most unusual, very large, leathery and 
heavy and dark green. The shrub is slow growing, but magnificent, and will take 
some sun. Late. 1-gal., $5.00; 5-gal., $12.50. 


CAPRICE A creamy white full peony Camellia with something of the texture 
of a Gardenia. Its stamens are interspersed capriciously among the small center 
petals which have a slight yellow cast. The bloom has a faint fragrance. The plant 


is bushy, vigorous and upright; its foliage substantial and of a deep green. Jan. to 


Mar. 1-gal., $3.00; 5-gal., $7.00. 


CAPTAIN MARTIN’S FAVORITE. A medium to large variegated formal double 


Camellia with imbricated, symmetrical, in-curved light rosy-red petals, marbled 


white. The foliage is of medium green, long, narrow and sharply pointed. Though 
slow in growth the plant is compact, upright and symmetrical and blooms freely 
when quite small. Nov. to Mar. 1-gal., $6.00; 5-gal., $12.50. 


CHANDLERI ELEGANS PINK. (Francine). A fine Camellia to espalier. Huge, 
rosy-pink anemone-like flowers, the center petaloids spotted white, look like old- 
fashioned nosegays with a frill around them. It is similar to Chandleri Elegans Var. 
in foliage, growth and flowers. Dec. to Mar. 1-gal., $3.00; 5-gal., $8.50. 


CHANDLERI ELEGANS VAR. The Camellia that makes everyone exclaim. 
Enormous anemone flowered bloom with tightly curled center petals among a fringe 
of large ones. The bloom is soft rose splotched with white. Though the shrub is 
of moderate growth, it is bushy and the flowers are produced even when the plant 
is small. Fine to espalier. Dec. to April. 1-gal., $3.25; 2-gal., $6.00; 5-gal., $7.50. 


CHASTITY. A Camellia with the form of the peony; the color white with 


cream center. The plant is bushy, vigorous, upright and compact. The lower leaves — 
are quite rounded, the terminal ones come to a sharp point, their edges neatly ser-_ 


rated. Dec. to Feb. I-gal., $8.00; 5-gal., $17.50.

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C. M. HOVEY. (Col. Firey). Large formal double, rich crimson, beautifully 
shaped to 5 inches across. A most striking red! The plant is of medium and slender 
growth but sets many flowers. Jan. to Apr. 1-gal., $3.25; 5-gal., $9.00. 


COLLETT! MACULATA. A medium sized peony form Camellia, blood-red in 
color marked with pure white, that shows the stamens when fully open. It is a 
slow grower, of bushy, spreading habit, with large, dark green foliage. Rare and 
unusual. Feb. to Mar. 1-gal., $6.00; 5-gal., $18.50. 


COVINA. One of the best producers among the Camellias, blooming freely over 
a long period. The flowers are medium in size, semi-double, clear rose-red, the 
petals more loosely arranged than in a formal double. The shrub is compact, vigor- 
ous and bushy, with fine foliage, making it especially desirable for tub culture. 
Jan. to Apr. 1-gal., $1.25; 2-gal., $4.00; 5-gal., $5.00. 


DAIKAGURA VAR. The earliest Camellia to bloom. Bright rose-red splotched 
with white, a peony type, its center petals are smaller and often curled and twisted. 
The foliage is beautiful. Nov. to Feb. 1-gal., $3.00; ‘5-gal., $7.50. 


DANTE. (Pine Cone.) A medium pure white, semi-double Camellia and a 
fine bloomer. The waxy petals overlap to form a high center, suggestive of its older 
name of Pine Cone. The growth is vigorous and upright; the foliage forms a pleas- 
ing background. 1-gal., $3.00; 5-gal., $7.00. 


DEBUTANTE. This is a favorite as a cut flower. A solid light pink, peony form 
Camellia that is tightly formed and does not show the stamens. The plant is tall 
and vigorous; its medium sized leaves are deeply serrated. Nov. to Feb. 1-gal.,

DONCKELARI. (English). A free blooming, semi-double, large petaled Ca- 
mellia of intense, unfading cherry-red marked with white. The center is filled with 
golden stamens and anthers. The foliage is long, smooth, glossy and sharply pointed; 
the shrub is dwarf, slender and willowy in growth, and though slow growing it pro- 
duces flowers freely. Jan. to Mar. I-gal., $7.50; 5-gal., $17.50. 


DR. SHEPHERD. (Te Deum). Rich, dark velvety red in color, very large, 
peony to rose in form this Camellia has unusually large and loose petaloids with many 
stamens. Something out of the ordinary! The plant is slow and open in growth 


with large, rounded, dark, lustrous leaves. Jan. to Mar. 1-gal., $6.00; 5-gal.,

DUCHESSE DE CASES. A double peony form of rose-pink blended with shell 
pink and ivory white. The full center shows tones from blush white to pale pink 
and deeper pink. The plant occasionally bears a clear pink bloom. Vigorous, up- 
right, compact shrub. Flowers in mid-season. 1-gal., $6.00; 5-gal., $15.00. 
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to six inches across, the outer petals surrounding a mass of petaloides. Extremely 
unusual. The plant is upright, open and vigorous, with large dark green foliage.

ELEANOR HAGOOD. Delicate, almost blush pink formal double, medium to 
large in size. When it first opens the color is nearly that of Pink Perfection, 
but as it unfolds it becomes paler and paler until the center is almost white. Vigor- % 
ous, upright growth. Late. 1-gal., $6.00; 5-gal., $12.50. 


ELENA NOBILE. This smal! to medium rose form Camellia opens to show a 
mass of golden stamens. The color is a remarkable shade of red, described by some __ 
as flame, by others as watermelon. It blooms late but heavily. The plant is strong 
and upright in growth; its leaves medium in size and dark green. Mar. to May. 
1-gal., $3.00; 5-gal., $6.50. 


ELIZABETH. White with a small pink marking on a few petals. The bloom, a 
medium formal double, is compact, double and incurved. A strong growing shrub 
with large glossy foliage and profuse bloom. Jan. to Mar. 1-gal., $3.00; 5-gal., 
$7.00. 


ELLA DRAYTON. A medium to large formal double red Camellia, cherry red 
on reverse side, with big petals which give a star-like effect. The shrub is tall, 
slender and vigorous and branches freely. Feb. to Apr. 1-gal., $2.50; 5-gal., $7.00. 


EMPEROR OF RUSSIA. A showy Camellia with huge waxy outer petals of , 
brilliant geranium red, occasionally flecked with white, around a center of small 
recurved petaloids interestingly mingled with golden stamens. The plant has fine 
foliage and is compact in growth. Jan. to Mar. 1-gal., $5.00; 5-gal., $9.00. 


ENRICO BETTONI. A large, semi-double Camellia of a beautiful transparent — 
rose-red to light pink. The outer petals are especially large; the irregular inner 
petals appear among the stamens. Vigorous upright growth with heavily veined 
leaves. Feb. to Apr. 1-gal., $3.50; 5-gal., $6.75. %

FIMBRIATA. The exquisite semi-double blooms are like those of Alba Plena 
except that the petals overlap, giving a scalloped effect and are daintily fringed on 
the edges. No stamens show. This is the perfect Camellia, for one can scarcely 
imagine a more delicate bloom. Slow growing, bushy and spreading shrub with light ; 
green foliage. Dec. to Mar. 1-gal., $6.00; 5-gal., $12.50. 


FINLANDIA. Extremely large semi-double white Camellia unusually delicate » 
and clear-cut in form. The petals are broad and fluted; the golden stamens ex- : 
tremely showy. The medium green foliage is carried on a compact, bushy plant. a

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FINLANDIA VAR. (Aurora Borealis). The large waved flower is a semi- 
double white, streaked and splashed with crimson. In the center is an interesting 
mass of twisting stamens. The plant grows loose and upright with foliage of medium 
size.

FLAME. Very large, semi-double, brilliant orange-red Camellia of crepe texture 
with yellow stamens, that blooms prolifically. The shrub is of vigorous, compact 
and upright growth.

FRED SANDER. (Fimbriata Superba). A large, waxy, flame-red Camellia, 
semi-double, with deeply serrated and twisted petals, rare and distinctive, that has 
been compared to Tuberous Begonia, Carnation, the Ruffled Petunia and Hibiscus. 
It has medium sized light green foliage on a shrub of vigorous, upright and com- 
pact growth, and it can be counted on to bloom when quite young. Feb. to Apr.

FRIZZLE WHITE. Large semi-double, orchid-like white petals, twisted and 
crinkled exotically, rise in tiers. The central petals stand erect, appearing singly 
among the stamens. A particularly good bloomer. Long slender leaves of medium 
green on a spreading shrub. Mid-season, 1-gal., $7.50. 


GAIETY. A peony form Camellia, clear red sometimes mottled with white. It 
is similar to Gigantea, but has less white in the coloring and more of the flowers 
are of the peony form.

GENERAL DWIGHT EISENHOWER. A lovely large, deep red peony form 
Camellia. New and well worth owning. Large, heavy, dark green foliage on a 
vigorous, upright and compact plant.

GENERAL GEORGE PATTON. A large, rose form double, bright pink in color. 
New and one of the better varieties. The growth of the shrub is open, vigorous 
and upright.

GIGANTEA. (Emperor Wilhelm). Huge, bright cherry-red, semi-double rose 
to peony form, with a very clear white section, the center of the flower is filled with 
petaloids and stamens. In form it is similar to Chandleri Elegans Var. The plant 
is a rapid, open and upright grower and is outstanding. Dec. to Mar. 1-gal., $5.00;

GLEN NO. 40. A rare, large formal to rose form double, imbricated, vivid dark 
red, considered by many to be the finest of the red Camellias, with wide, rounded 
petals. The stamens show only when the flower is fully open. The foliage is a 
deep, glossy green. Though the growth is very slow, it is strong and upright. Feb. 
to Apr. 1-gal., $7.00. 
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GLEN NO. 40 VAR. Similar in all respects to the foregoing Camellia, except 


that it is marked with white instead of being a pure red. 1-gal., $7.00. Si 


GLOIRE DE NANTES VAR. (Fanny Bolis). An informal semi-double rose-red 


flower, boldly marbled with white. The golden stamens make a fine display among 
the loosely arranged center petals. The plant is vigorous and bushy with large dark 
leathery foliage. Jan. to Mar. 1-gal., $3.00; 5-gal., $7.00. 


GOVERNOR MOUTON. A rich oriental red flower marbled with white that is 
an informal, semi-double. The cluster of center petals is arranged in four or five 
curled groups, with the stamens showing irregularly. The sharply pointed and 
slightly twisted foliage is a dull dark green. The plant is slow in growth but wide 
spreading and willowy. Jan. to Mar. 1-gal., $5.00; 5-gal., $12.50. 


HAKU-RAKUTEN. (White Crane). A large white Camellia of unique form. 
The outer row of petals surrounds a central cone that unfurls slowly like an English- 
man‘s umbrella. When fully open gold tipped stamens play hide and seek among 
the center petaloids. Upright and vigorous of growth with large medium green 
foliage.

HERME.  (Jordan’s Pride). One of the very few fragrant Camellias. The 
flower is large, semi-double, light pink with an irregular border of white striped 
with pink. Among the most popular of Camellias. The shrub is pyramidal in form, 
vigorous and upright with light green foliage.

HIGH HAT. A soft pink shading to white that is a sport of Daikagura and has 
the same general characteristics, The foliage is dark, glossy green. Rare and un- 
usual.

IL CYGNO. (Fruitland’s Swan.) A medium to large formal double white 
Camellia, beautifully formed and imbricated, choice for corsages. Small medium — 


green leaves on a shrub of moderate upright growth. Mid-season to late. 1-gal., $6.00. 


IMPERATOR. A deep Christmas red peony form flower to four inches across, 


having a slight perfume. The vigorous bush grows tall, open and upright. Nov. — ,

JOHN LAING. A lovely soft salmon-rose Camellia of medium size, a compact 


double, symmetrical in form. Quite desirable for corsages. The shrub is vigorous —

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JUDITH. This is a dainty and delicate Camellia with clear single rose-pink, 
cup-shaped flowers that blooms freely. The foliage is deep and rich green; the 
growth stiffly erect, quite different from any other Camellia. Jan. to Mar. 1-gal., 
$3.00; 5-gal., $6.00. 


KIMBERLEY. Deep blood red single medium sized flowers with striking and 
prominent golden stamens, reaching out to the very edge of the thick petaled bloom. 
Vigorous, upright, compact, columnar shrub with deep creer foliage. Dec. to Mar. 
l-gal., $3.75. : 


KUMASAKA. A fine, giant flowered Camellia possessing a delicate perfume. 
The blossom is rose-pink with darker veins, giving it a mottled appearance. The 
few large outer petals are irregular and fluffy; the varying number of petaloids in 
the center is interestingly curled around the showy golden stamens. Pyramidal in 
form, the vigorous shrub grows tall, slender and compact. A heavy bloomer. Jan. 
to May. 1-gal., $2.00; 5-gal., $7.50. 


LADY: CLARE, (Grandiflora Rosea). One of the largest of the Camellias with 
a unique form of broad, deep rose petals in two rows, which open flat around a 
center of long, bright yellow stamens. The bushy plant grows upright and has 
excellent foliage, large, deep green and sharply pointed. Dec. to Apr. 1-gal., $3.00;

LADY MARY CROMARTIE. Rosy red Camellia, a large, semi-double with very 
prominent stamens mingled with the center ruffled petals. Large, light green 


foliage on a sturdy, vigorous, symmetrical shrub. Mid to late season. 1-gal., $6.00; 
5=-gal., $17.50. 


LADY VANSITTART VAR. A medium to large Camellia of white striped rose- 
pink and with the stamens showing. Slow and bushy in growth with dark green, 
holly-like foliage. Mid-season. 1-gal., $5.00. 


LALLAROOK. (Laure! Leaf). One of the finest of all Camellias. The full 
formal double flower is salmon-pink, shading to a deeper tone on the tips of the 
incurved petals. The form is symmetrical, imbricated, with no stamens showing, a 
handsome, perfectly shaped Camellia. The foliage is long, narrow, pointed and rich 
green; the shrub is slow of growth but compact and upright. Jan. to Apr.  1-gal., 
$5.00; 5-gal., $12.50. 


LAUREN BACALL. Large, dark pink with the petals arranged in two rows and 
with prominent golden stamens. The foliage is large, dark green and pointed. Mid- 
season to late. 1-gal., $10.00. 
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LINDSAY NEILL. A striking new and large Camellia, semi-double to loose 
peony in form, and marbled red and white in color that carries its perfect bloom 
freely and when still quite young. The yellow stamens are interspersed irregularly 
among the petals. The shrub, dwarf and spreading in form, is slow growing and 
has large, broad foliage. Mid-season. 1-gal., $8.00; 5-gal., $18.50. 


LOTUS. The finest and largest semi-double white Camellia, with huge, wide 
open, crinkled petals that resemble the Water Lotus. Spectacular golden stamens 
add to its charm. It is a profuse mid-season bloomer. Its long, glossy, dark green 
leaves correspond in size with the flower. The vigorous shrub is of rapid upright 
growth. A Camellia to prize. Jan. to Apr. 1-gal., $4.00; 5-gal., $10.00. 


MAGNOLIAEFLORA. (English). Quite unusual as to form. The four center 
petals are angular at the tips, almost forming a square. The eight outer petals 
lie more or less flat and suggest a saucer, holding a cup formed of the four center 
petals. The color is the palest of blush pinks with a faint streak of deeper pink 
down the center of the outer petals. Slender, serrated, acutely pointed leaves add 
to its charm. Compact and slow in growth. 1-gal., $6.00; 5-gal., $12.50. 


MARGARETE HERTRICH. A large, pure white, imbricated formal double Ca- 
mellia with many petals, usually 60 to 65, and with good lasting qualities. It has 
been named for the wife of the Director emeritus of the Huntington Library Botani- 
cal Gardens in San Marino. The vigorous, upright shrub grows sturdily bushy and 
moderately fast. The leaves of substantial texture are dark green and shining, oblong 
in shape with elongated points and serrated margins.

MATHOTIANA ALBA, A fully formal double, wax-like white Camellia, large, 
symmetrical and imbricated. Occasionally one petal has a red spot, hence it is popu- 
larly called ‘Blood of Christ’’; at other times it has a faint pink line on the back 
of the petals, which tend to roll back. A sturdy, spreading shrub. Feb. to May. 
1-gal., $3.75; 5-gal., $8.50. 


MATHOTIANA VAR. Symmetrical large double rose-red flowers, with huge 
petals marbled irregularly with white spots and blotches. Leathery foliage on a 
rapidly growing plant. Dec. to Mar. 1-gal., $3.50; 5-gal., $8.00. 
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MATOSI. Symmetrical medium formal double, pale pink Camellia with a few 
white flecks through the flower. A gees bloomer. The plant is compact and bushy 
with soft green foliage. Jan. to Apr. 1-gal., $3.00; 5-gal., $7.00. 


MISSION BELLS. Unusually vigorous and hardy, making a fine foliaged shrub 
in a very short time. The single, medium sized rose-red blooms, showing stamens, 
hang like bells on the plant. Branches of bloom can be cut from the bush freely, 
without harming the plant. Bloom profusely, at Christmas time and over a long 
period. l-gal., $2.50; 5-gal., $6.75. 


MME. HAHN. A medium large, clear bright pink, semi-double to peony form 
Camellia, cup-shaped, mottled with white. The peony center is backed by large, 
even, symmetrical petals. Large green leaves on a plant of tall and bushy growth.

MRS. CHARLES COBB. Large, very dark red, almost black, semi-double to 
loose peony form Camellia with golden yellow stamens among the petals. Blooms 
freely. The foliage is large, shining dark green when fully grown; new leaves are 
almost red. Slow and spreading bush. Very rare. Hardy. Mid-season.  1-gal., 
$6.00; 5-gal., $15.00. 


MRS. HOWARD ASPER. Large, light pink cup-shaped Camellia, often described 
as Pink Lotus, because of its similarity to the white form. Mid-season. Rare and 
choice.

MRS. MARIE KEATING. Medium large peony form Camellia in a dainty light 
pink tone. The shrub growth is vigorous and compact. Mid-season bloom.  1-gal., 
$4.00; 5-gal., $12.50. 


MRS. TINLEY. A large formal, rose-pink Camellia, an unusual sort that is not 


often found in Camellia collections. Small, pointed foliage of light green on a
